Shipping 
Board 
Apprentices 
Prove 
They Have Hero Stuff. 
How United States shipping board 
apprentices furnished the sailing ship 
Arapahoe by the sea service bureau 
at the San Francisco station partici­ 
pated in the rescue of the crew of nine 
of the derelict four-master, Ethel Zane, 
has become known in San Francisco 
with the return of the Arapahoe from 
a voyage to Manila. 
“On the thirty-second day out of San 
Francisco we were in the northeast 
trades. We ran into the tail end of a 
typhoon, which brought us to the 
southward. On the night of July 22, 
at l l p. rn., a light was sighted by one 
of the cadets on the starboard quarter. 
A man was sent aloft with flare and 
signals. It proved to he a derelict four- 
masted ship, the Ethel Zane, bound 
from Sun Francisco to Manila,* 52 days 
from San Francisco. 
“A boat was lowered, manned by the 
second mate, a boatswain, a carpenter, 
and a 17-year-old shipping board cadet 
by the name of James Craik. Quite a 
heavy sea was running at the time. 
All of the men In the crew of the 
Ethel Zane were brought aboard the 
Arapahoe. They had almost given up 
hope of being rescued. Our ship was 
the only one in those waters at that 
time.”
